 AMENDED SCHEDULING ORDER

judge will conduct the conference.  No later than April 12, 2022, defendant shall submit 

the parties= proposed pretrial order as an attachment to an e-mail directed to 

ksd_ohara_chambers@ksd.uscourts.gov.  It shall be in the form available on the court’s 

website (www.ksd.uscourts.gov). 
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c) The deadline for filing all other potentially dispositive motions and motions 

challenging the admissibility of expert testimony is April 28, 2022. 

d) The case shall remain set for trial on a trial calendar that will begin on 

December 6, 2022. The trial setting may be changed only by order of the judge presiding 

over the trial. 

All other provisions of the original scheduling order shall remain in effect.  The 

schedule adopted in this amended scheduling order shall not be modified except by leave 

of court upon a showing of good cause.
